If wo remember 
right, the pay of the Governor-General was cut dowa 
‘in the time of Lord Canning after a great discussion on the 
subject in Parliament, and it was then settled that it could 
admit of no further reduction. If it were reduced, no 
man of high birth would accept the office. Ina late issue 
the Finer hinted at the reduction of the number of colleges 
and the stoppage of scholarships. - But it should be remom- 

bered that the extensive spread of education is very desirable 
both on economical and political grounds. The Government 
can obtain the services of an educated native for smaller pay 
than those of a European: Education is yet in a very back- 
ward state in India. The natives have made no progress in 
science and art; Far from making reductions in the Educa- 
tion Department, its operations should be still further extend- 
ed. The Caoper’s Hill College, which involves a heavy an- 
nual. expenditure, should ~be abolished, and the saving 
effected in this way devoted to the establishment of industrial 
schools. The present system of education qualifies natives 
only for the lower ranks of the public service. The system
